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Introduction 


Postill Family Cemetery with Postill Family History and Genealogy was originally planned as a section 
in a book called Small Cemeteries and Isolated or Individuals Burials. That book will not be published. It was 
to be the 10" in a series of books of transcriptions of grave markers in cemeteries in the Central Okanagan. 
Those original nine books in that series were completed in 2013. 


Instead, the focus of this project changed and this planned 10" book has expanded to include genealogies 
and local history for each of the five small cemeteries and the many isolated burials. These six books now 
encompass a separate series of books: 


Duck Lake Cemetery with Genealogies and Local History

The Land 


The land on which the Postill Family Cemetery is located is probably the longest continuously 
inhabited property in the Central Okanagan. 


The first settlers on this property were the Parson[s] brothers who had 
established themselves as early as 1858 when the Palmer and Miller 
expedition from Portland, Oregon made its way through the Okanagan 
Valley on its way to the Fraser River gold rush. It is possible that the 
Parsons brothers were sent ahead by the organizers of the Palmer and 
Miller expedition to establish a stopping-off point for this expedition. 
Another stopping point, maintained by Hiram Smith, was near present-day 
Osoyoos, BC. Ontario-born General Joel Palmer led this expedition. Its 


purpose was to take much-needed supplies to Fraser River miners. [Daily 
Courier’, Monday, May 3, 2010 (Article by Bob Hayes: Parson puzzle: 1 or 2?)]

In the late fall of 1859, Oblate Fathers Charles Pandosy and Pierre Richard and their small group 
of settlers arrived at the south end of Duck Lake where they spent the long and severe winter of 
1859-1860. They survived the winter with the help of the Parsons brothers and in the spring of 
1860 founded the “Mission of the Immaculate Conception’, now commonly known as the 
“Pandosy Mission” on Benvoulin Road in Kelowna. [Buckland, Frank Morgan. Ogopogo’s Vigil: A History of 
Kelowna and the Okanagan.

In 1865, for $600 the Parsons sold their property at the south end of Duck Lake to Frederick 
Brent, a native of Germany who had served in the American Civil War. Brent erected a grist mill 
powered by water from Pion/Peon Creek, now known as Mill Creek. George William Simpson, a 


native of the United States, purchased the Brent property in 1870. Tutt, Nellie. The History of Ellison

George William Simpson sold his property to the Postill family in 1872 and they settled there the 
following year. About 1903, the Postills sold the property to Price Ellison of Vernon, BC. 
Subsequent owners include Mr. McLellan, the Countess Bubna, the McNair brothers, Austin C. 


Taylor, and the current owners, the Bennett family. /Tutt, Nellie. The History of Ellison District 1858 — 1958.

The Postill Family — Central Okanagan Pioneers 


The Postill family were early pioneers in the Central Okanagan, settling at the south end of Duck 
Lake in 1873. The family consisted of Edward and Mary (nee Dickinson) and their four children — 
Alfred, William, Edward, and Lucy. Edward Postill, Sr. died on the journey to the ranch and is the 
first burial in Postill Family Cemetery. 


Edward Postill, Sr. was born c1821 in Old Malton, Yorkshire, England, son of Christopher (born 
c1789 at Old Malton) and Mary Postill (born c1791 at Darlington, Durham). Edward Postill worked 
as a wheelwright and carpenter, as did his father. They lived at 40 Spittle Street in the village of 
Old Malton. The 1841 England Census for Malton showed Edward age 15 with his parents, 


Christopher and Mary, and brothers John age 11 and Samuel age 5. [1841 England Census: Class 
HO107; Piece 1264; Book 4; Civil Parish: Old Malton; County Yorkshire; Enumeration District 6; Folio 7; Page 6; Line 3;

Edward Postill was a widower when he married Mary Dickinson in late 1851 in Malton, Yorkshire 
North Riding. Primrose Upton, local Okanagan historian, told of a story relayed to her by Postill 
descendant Mary Barnes about Edward Postill’s first marriage. Edward Postill’s first marriage 


may have been to Mary Ann Salton in late 1848 in Malton. [FreeBMD Index, 1837-1915] [Okanagan 
Historical Society. Thirtieth Report. Penticton: Penticton Herald, 1966, pages 77 — 85.] 


The known children of Edward Postill and Mary Dickinson were all born and their births registered 
in Malton, Yorkshire North Riding, England — Alfred (1852), William (1853), Edward (1857), and 
Lucy (1859). [FreeBMD Index, 1837-1915] 


The Postill family emigrated from Yorkshire in early 1860, departing from Liverpool and arriving 
on April 23, 1860 at Portland, Maine, USA on the ship “Australasian”. The ship’s manifest lists 
Edward age 38, Mary age 40 and their four children plus Elizabeth Dickinson age 70, and Emily 


Robson age 9. Emily Robson was probably a first cousin of the Postill children. [U.S., Atlantic Ports 
Passenger Lists, 1820-1873 and 1893-1959] [Letter from Elaine Woods to Bob Hayes, November 18, 1998] 


In the 1861 Canada Census, the Postill family was farming at Kent, Canada West. With them 


were Elizabeth Dickinson and Emily Robson, listed as members of the family. [1861 Canada Census: 
Canada West, Kent; Page 10, Lines 49-50; Page 12, Lines 1-6]

On the 1861 Canada Census, the Swalwell family was listed next to the Postills. Sarah Dickinson, 
a sister to Mary, had married Joseph Swalwell in 1848 in Leeds, Yorkshire, England. Their son, 
William Pellisier Swalwell, came to the Okanagan and later married Eliza Jane Jones. She was 
the widowed daughter of George W. Simpson from whom the Postills had purchased their 
property.

The Postill family spent over 10 years farming in Ontario. 


After they left Ontario, the Postill family went first to New Westminster, BC and spent more than a 
year there. During this time, Alfred Postill and Thomas McKie Lambly travelled to the Okanagan 
Valley to purchase land and then returned to New Westminster. In 1873, the Postill family 
proceeded to their new home in the Okanagan. 


Many years after coming to the Okanagan, Edward and Mary Postill’s daughter, Lucy Lambly, 
described the family’s arrival. Her article, “Early Days at Okanagan Mission”, appears on pages 
88 and 89 of the Sixth Report of the Okanagan Historical Society: 


The Postill family came from Yorkshire, England, to Ontario, and from there to 
British Columbia in 1872. The family then consisted of my father, Edward Postill, 
my mother and three sons, Alfred, William and Edward. The same year, 1872, 
my brother Alfred and T. McK. Lambly, who had come out with us, went to the 
Okanagan Valley. They bought what was afterwards known as the Postill ranch 
from [George William] Simpson. There was at the time some sort of a partnership 
agreement between them, but in the autumn they returned to New Westminster 
and Mr. Lambly opened a book store on Columbia Street which he kept until 
1877 when he sold out to W.H. Keary, who is now city clerk in New Westminster. 
In 1873 we moved to the ranch at the south end of Postill Lake [Duck Lake], this 
was some time in the spring or early summer of that year. | remember we were 
all packed up and ready to start and were living for a few days at a boarding 
house kept by Mrs. Keary when A.L. [Alexander Leslie] Fortune arrived. He was 
then on his way east to bring Mrs. Fortune out. 


When we arrived at Kamloops my father became ill. B.F. [Benjamin Franklin] 
Young of Armstrong was then driving the stage between Kamloops and 
Okanagan Mission. A stretcher was improvised on the stage for my father and 
we continued the journey, but when we arrived at Priest’s Valley [Vernon] my 
father became worse and died there. We brought the body to the ranch which he 
owned but was destined never to see and buried it there — a sad home-coming 
for us, his children and for our mother. 


A short distance across the meadow from the [Postill] railway station on a small 
mound there is a small plot of enclosed land and in it my father and two brothers, 
Alfred and Edward, are buried. On the monument of dressed Aberdeen granite 
which stands at the head of my father’s grave the following inscription may be 
read: 


Sacred to the 
Memory of 
Edward Postill 
Died 
April, 1873, 
Aged 52 years. 


My brother Edward died December 5, 1889, aged 32 years, and my brother 
Alfred died on the 26th September, 1897, aged 45 years. 


As a girl | remember visiting at the Allisons when they lived across the lake 
[Okanagan] at Westband [Westbank] and remember Mrs. [Susan] Allison tell of 
the unidentified creature in the lake which the Indians called Naitaka [N’ha-a-itk]. 
She wrote a poem about it about 53 years ago. My brother Alfred saw it once. 
The customs house at Osoyoos was burned down in 1878, and Mr. [John 
Carmichael] Haynes, the collector, the same year built his own house on the east 
side of Osoyoos Lake. The lumber for his house was cut at our sawmill on the 
Postill ranch. My brother was engaged in building the lumber into a raft to be 
rowed down the lake when the Naitaka rose out of the water a short distance 
away. 


| remember also visiting our school while it was kept by our first teacher, Angus 
McKenzie. The first trustees were, William Smithson, Frederick Brent and Joseph 
Christien. W. Smithson became insane in 1881 and his name was dropped from 
the list of trustees and Alphonse Lefevre took his place, and, curiously enough, 
the secretary-treasurer of the school board, Joseph Christien, himself went to 
school during the winter of 1876, no doubt to make up for time wasted in his 
youth. 


The 1878 British Columbia Voters List, on page 225, listed Alfred and William Postill as farmers in 
Okanagan Mission, Okanagan Polling Division, Yale District. [Sessional Papers of the Province of British 
Columbia, Sessions 1878]

The District of Okanagan Assessment Roll, 1879, Schedule B shows the value of the properties 
of partners William and Alfred Postill: 


#19 Wm. Postill and #20 Alfred Postill (combined), farmers: 250 cattle, 150 
sheep, 60 hogs, and 20 horses. Total of 800 acres, total value of real property 
$3500. Total value of personal property $4000.

Lucy Postill married Robert Lambly in 1879 and moved with her husband to the Enderby area in 
the North Okanagan. [Marriage Registration: BC Vital Statistics Microfilm #B 11387, Registration #1879-09-167631] 


Mary Postill and her three sons were living on the Postill property in 1881. /1881 Canada Census: 
British Columbia, Yale, Nicola and Okanagan; Page 14; Family 85]

William Postill married January 2, 1888 in Banff, Northwest Territories (now Alberta) and a son, 
George Edward, was born there in September 1888. [Frank Postill] 


Edward Postill, Jr. died in Banff on December 5, 1888 leaving brothers Alfred and William to 


manage the properties. Mary Postill monitored farm activities from the house with a telescope. 
[Frank Postill]

The following information about the Postill family is found on pages 205 and 206 of The Valley Of 
Youth, written by pioneer Okanagan photographer C.W. Holliday, including a trip he took from 
Vernon south through the Okanagan Valley in 1890: 


They were fine people those ranchers, always with a welcome for both friends or 
strangers. Tom Woods [Wood], Bill and Alf Postill, George Whelan, famous for 
his potent brew of cider — for he already had a bearing orchard; Joe Christian 
[Christien], and others that | did not know so well — they are all gone now, their 
lands owned by others and their families scattered, but they were big men in 
those days. The Alf Postill ranch, especially, was one of the finest places in the 
valley; | should say is, for it happily was never sub-divided and still exists with its 
original eight thousand acres, and is now known as the Eldorado Ranch. Its rich 
level hay meadows extend the whole width of the valley, and from the road up 
and back as far as the eye can see. At the foot of this range, and to the north of 
the meadows lies Duck Lake, along the shore of which the road runs for some 
half mile, and between the lake and the meadows are the house and farm 


buildings. Alf Postill had even in those early days a very large well-built house, 
almost a mansion and these three men, the two Postills and Tom Woods must 
have had very progressive ideas, for their three houses were connected by a 
private telephone system; they had constructed the five miles of line themselves, 
and it was the first in the interior of British Columbia. It seems strange that the 
first time | ever saw or used a telephone should be in the supposed wilds of the 
West. This house stood amongst big shade trees near the foot of the range, and 
on a little bench about a hundred feet above the house, sheltered on all sides 
except the south, by the rise of the hill, there was a vineyard where grew juicy 
grapes which seemed to me to be quite equal to those grown in California... 


The Indian name for this part of the country was “N’kakwastin” meaning the 
“place of two mills” — that of the Postills, a small sawmill, and the flour mill of 
Frederick Brent which had old-fashioned mill stones and was run by a water 
wheel. 


It was not all work in the early years on the Postill Ranch. An article by Thomas Stevenson, “An 
Old-Timers’ Celebration” appeared in the Ninth Report of the Okanagan Historical Society on 
pages 52-55. A portion of this article follows: 


This old-timers’ celebration, which was held at Priests Valley (now Vernon), was 
the outcome of a matched horse race between Alfred Postill, of the Postill Ranch, 
and Louis Bercier, of Priests Valley. The race was to be run at Priests Valley on 
the 24th of May, 1887. At that time | was riding the range for the Postill Ranch, 
and helped to train Roney, their race horse. In a mile race we felt we had a sure 
winner. On the 24th of May, Alf, Ted, and Bill Postill and I, leading our race 
horse, Roney, rode into Priests Valley, stopping at the Victoria Hotel. Bercier, 
with his race horse, Mountain Chief, had arrived before us with a good following 
of Indians from the Reserve. Then, like the gathering of the clans, from the 
valleys and the hills the old-timers came riding in to see the race. There were 
Bob Lambly, Frank Young, Tom Clinton, Connie O’Keefe, Alex [Alec] McDonell, 
Pete Basset [Bessette], the Connels [Connells], the Christiens, Dick Neill [Neil], 
Ned Woods, Robert Goldie, Leon Lequime, Tom Wood, Captain Shorts, Fred 
Barnes, Leonard Norris, [E.J.] Tronson, Price Ellison, W.F. Cameron, and many 
others. They were still milling around the race horses, shaking hands and 
chatting, and selecting and betting on the outcome of the race. Excitement ran 
high as the betting proceeded, and to show my confidence in Roney | had bet 
most of my winter’s wages on him before | realized it. Hurrying out of the ring, | 
ran into an Indian wanting to bet his nice little appalouse stock horse on 
Mountain Chief. | took a fancy to the appalouse, and tried to swap my saddle 
horse for him. No go. But eyeing my new double rigged Cheyenne saddle, he 
said: “Bet horse against saddle.” Off came the saddle, and slapping it on the 
appalouse, we tied him to a tree — “winner take all.” 


We then rode down the road to the Landing, where Tronson, Chief Paul, and 
Price Ellison as judges, and Fred Barnes and Connie O’Keefe had stepped off 
the mile, and were ready to start the horses. After the usual jockeying before the 
start, they were off head and head. At the quarter, Mountain Chief led by four 
lengths. Bercier, laying the quirt; Postill lying low on Roney, making no move. At 
the half; Bercier in the lead by six lengths, still whipping. Postill hand-riding 
Roney now. At the three-quarters, Bercier in the lead by three lengths; Postill 
riding hard and gaining. In the stretch, Bercier leading a length, both riding hard, 
and Indians closing in from behind and from the sides, shooting in the air. On 
they came, both riders now laying on the quirt, as over the finishing line they 
went, Roney in the lead by half a length. Swinging up on my horse, | went back 
to the hotel to admire my new appalouse stock horse. What a thrill! 


There were more matched races, as the afternoon passed away, for side bets, 
starting from Price Ellison’s corral on the White Valley Road, and finishing at the 
Hotel. After supper we moved the furniture out of the dining room, and the dance 
was on. Then in the grey dawn of another day, with the sound of the hoarse 
“caller’, and fast dancing feet, and laughter of the fast-swinging, high-stepping 
old-timer still doing his stuff, we swung up on to our broncs, and with a farewell 
“Whoopee”, headed over the old Mission Road for the Ranch. 


On the 1891 Canada Census, the Postill brothers and their families were enumerated on the 
same page: William Postill and wife Minnie May (nee Frank); Minnie May’s parents, George A. 


Frank and Jane (nee Sugden); and Alfred Postill and wife Eleanor Armour (nee Jamieson). [1891 
Canada Census: British Columbia, Yale, Okanagan Mission; Page 1; Families 3, 4, 6]

The following article appeared in the Thursday, September 10, 1891 edition of the “Vernon News’ 
in an article “Mission Valley”: 


Mr. T. [Thomas] Jones has a splendid young orchard, but land seekers need not 
call here as Mr. Jones will not sell under any consideration. 


The Postill Bros. have a commodious residence and a large ranch near Duck 
Lake, and are large employers of labor. Their band of cattle is perhaps the 
largest in the valley. Mr. Wm. Postill lives in a neat cottage near Mr. Wood’s. Mr. 
Al Postill is one of our magistrates. They have gone into horse raising more 
extensively perhaps than any other ranchers in the district. 


Mr. George Whelan...has an excellent farm and raises immense crops of hay, 
roots and grain. His orchard is deserving of special mention. There are grapes, 
almonds, peaches and other semi-tropical fruits, as well as all the hardier 
varieties. It is a pleasure to walk through his well kept garden and sample the 
immense melons, tomatoes, etc. Home brewed ale is one of the surprises to a 
stranger partaking of his hospitality.

Harry D. Barnes worked on the Postill Ranch from June 1891 until September 1892. He wrote an 
article “Reminiscences of the Okanagan and Boundary Districts, 1891-1900” which appeared in 
the Thirteenth Report of the Okanagan Historical Society, pages 93-108. A portion of this article 
appears below: 


The Postill Ranch 


The men in the bunkhouse on the Postill ranch went to bed regularly at nine 
o'clock, and when the alarm clock went off at five the next morning following my 
first night in that bunkhouse, it seemed that | had been in bed a bare hour or two. 
Two of us had walked down from Vernon the day before to go to work on the 
ranch, and had carried our blankets with us, so no doubt we were tired that night. 
The ranch then carried about 1500 head of cattle which ranged in summer on the 
Commonage lying to the east of the Okanagan Lake, and to the west of Woods 
[Wood] and Long [Kalamalka] lakes. There was a band of around 60 horses 
which ranged out the year around in the open timbered country to the east of the 
ranch, a small flock of sheep, and numerous pigs comprised the live stock on the 
ranch. The ranch then produced about 850 loads of clover and timothy hay for

the feeding of the stock in winter, also the ranch had about 50 acres in wheat, 
and a small bearing apple orchard. 


Men working on the ranch were then paid $35 per month in summer and $30 per 
month for the rest of the year. The feeding of the stock in winter was probably 
about the hardest job on the ranch, and as well it was a seven day a week job 
too, and teams had to be out at the haystacks by seven; and on some winter 
mornings how coldly the north wind could blow across Duck Lake. Mail was 
delivered at the ranch once a week by the mail stage which left Vernon once a 
week for Lequime’s and returned the next day to Vernon and picked up the 
outgoing mail. In summer time Rev. Paul Langille would occasionally ride down 
to the ranch on Saturday afternoons, and hold service on Sunday mornings in the 
dining room, and after the service ride back again to Vernon. Prairie chicken 
were plentiful on the ranch, and out on Duck Lake from late summer to the 
freeze-up, ducks, geese and other water fowl would congregate by the thousand. 
Back in the foot hills and mountains the mule deer ranged in large numbers. 


An interesting development at the ranch was the building of a telephone line from 
the ranch house to the residence of William Postill on the north end of Duck 
Lake, and then on to Tom Wood's ranch house near Woods Lake, a distance of a 
little less than five miles. The writer worked along with Tom Scott and Alfred 
Postill in the building of the south part of the line, which the Inland Sentinel 
[Kamloops, BC] in a news item of October 10, 1891, reported as the first private 
telephone line to be built in the Interior. Another high light of those days was the 
visit of the Earl and Lady Aberdeen to the ranch in the fall of 1891. They were 
driven up from Benvoulin to the ranch in an ordinary democrat, and the writer 
remembers that the Earl was a tall man of rather slim build, and had a beard, 
while Lady Aberdeen was built on somewhat more generous lines. The party was 
given a lantern for use on their return drive to Benvoulin, which some one later 
remarked had not been returned. 


Of the time | worked on the ranch from mid June of 1891 to early September of 
1892, | have only pleasant memories, and it was for me a happy, carefree life 
with many new experiences, and if the work was sometimes hard and the hours 
of labour long as compared to present day standards, it was at least a healthy 
life, and the men on the ranch were always well fed. 


A news item in the Thursday, March 17, 1892 edition of the “Vernon News’ reported that, “The 
private telephone line between Messrs. Postills [Alfred and William] and Wood [Thomas] at Duck 
Lake has worked splendidly and without interruption all winter”. 


The following article “The Story of the Postill Family and Some of Their Descendants” was written 
by well-known Kelowna historian Primrose Upton. This article appears on pages 77 to 85 of the 
Thirtieth Report of the Okanagan Historical Society. Portions of this detailed article follow: 


To write a history of the Postill family could be a straightforward task — statistics 
don’t convey much — born, lived and died could be the story; but | feel with the 
Postills that a terrific contribution was made to the young community growing 
around the Okanagan Mission by the family, particularly Alfred Postill. Here was 
aman years ahead of his time — he foresaw events and agricultural growth which 
his more unimaginative neighbors probably laughed to scorn. Alfred, son of 
Edward Postill, was the first Okanagan member of the British Columbia Fruit 
Growers Association, and as such, had fantastic vision about the potentialities of 
the Okanagan Valley. The first telephone in the interior of British Columbia was 
set up between the Postill Ranch and the home of T. Wood, a distance of five 
miles (1891). His name was mentioned in 1893 as having called a meeting at the 
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Okanagan school house to find some means of marketing the products of the 
farmers in this end of the valley.... 


The location of the [Postill] Ranch itself is of interest to Okanagan historians — the 
Parsons Brothers farmed there in the late 1850’s — as far as we know they were 
squatters. Frederick Brent took up [this] land [in 1865] and later [1870] sold to 
George Simpson. However, in the autumn of 1859 Father Pandosy, Father 
Richard, Brother Surel, the Laurence brothers and William Peon arrived at the 
south end of Duck Lake, spent a miserable winter there in a rude shelter, moved 
a few miles to the south in the spring and spent some months “under the little hill 
facing the rising sun” and in the autumn drove their stakes in on a claim 
bordering Mission Creek. 


At the Postill Ranch buildings were being erected. A small sawmill on the site 
operated by Frederick Brent was continued, and lumber from this mill was ferried 
down Okanagan Lake in a raft to build a home for J.C. Haynes, judge at 
Osoyoos. According to Mrs. Robert Lambly (Lucy Postill), this was in 1878. 


The Ranch was gradually added to by pre-emption and purchase until the family 
owned 5,000 acres, together with another range of 2,000 acres some miles 
away. There was a band of 600 — 700 head of cattle, a fine band of horses, 
sheep and swine.... 


“Our home was set in a large meadow, with a long lane winding down from the 
road. Mother [Eleanor Armour Postill nee Jamieson] used to tell us that she 
never started to set the table for meal without first looking up the ‘long lane’ to the 
road to see if there were any travellers nearing the place, either on horseback or 
in a buggy. Country etiquet [etiquette] was such that any traveller would come in 
and share whatever meal the family was having. The horse, or horses, would 
also be fed and watered. There was no payment made for this....”

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The article which follows appeared on page three of a booklet A Short History of Kelowna and Its 
Surroundings, produced by the Agricultural and Trades Association of Okanagan Mission Valley 
in 1898. The writer may have been local school teacher Fred Watson: 


Mission Valley. 


The tourist who elects to travel from Vernon to Kelowna by road will scarcely 
notice the fatigue of the journey of thirty-five miles amid the varied beauty of the 
scenery along the way. About eighteen miles from Vernon the Mission valley 
begins. The first ranch to be noticed is that of Mr. T. Woods [Wood], which bears 
evidence of skilful management. Some distance on is the Wm. Postill farm, which 
has recently been sold to Mr. Swallwell [William P. Swalwell], who owns a fine 
stretch of land further south. Soon after passing this place we come in view of 
Duck Lake, which is, as its name indicates, an attractive locality for sportsman. It 
is about two and a-half miles long by one broad; the surrounding hills slope down 
to the water’s edge, which is fringed with cotton-wood. Close by is the ranch of 
the late Mr. A. [Alfred] Postill. When the writer passed this way in July, the hay 
crop, which was being gathered, was certainly very abundant. Wheat, too, gave 
promise of large yield. The same may be said of Mr. Swallwell’s home farm. 


Within a few years of Alfred Postill’s death on September 26, 1897, the Postills all left the area. 
Eleanor Armour Postill, Alfred’s widow, moved with her family to Vancouver, BC. William Postill 
and family had already moved to Red Deer, Northwest Territories (now Alberta). About 1905, 
Mary Postill, the widow of Edward, Sr., moved to Red Deer. Lucy (nee Postill) and Robert Lambly 
also moved to Alberta for a time but returned to live in the Okanagan. 


Edward Postill (c1821 - April 1873) & Mary Dickinson (c1819 - 1907) 


Edward Postill was born c1821 in Old Malton, Yorkshire, England, son of Christopher Postill 
(born c1789 at Old Malton) and Mary (born c1791 at Darlington, Durham). Edward Postill died in 
April 1873 in Priest's Valley, now Vernon, BC and is buried in Postill Family Cemetery. He 


married Mary Dickinson (Dickenson) in late 1851 in Malton, Yorkshire North Riding. [FreeBMD Index, 
1837-1915] 


In his youth, Edward Postill worked as a wheelwright and carpenter, as did his father. They lived 


at 40 Spittle Street in the village of Old Malton, Yorkshire. [1851 England Census: Class HO107; Piece 
2369; Civil Parish Old Malton; County Yorkshire; Folio 531; Page 11; GSU roll 87650-87652] 


Postill, Christopher age 62 born Old Malton wheelwright & carpenter head 

Postill, Mary age 60 _ born Darlington, Durham wife 

Postill, Edward age 27 _ born Old Malton wheelwright & carpenter son, widower 
Postill, Samuel age 15 born Old Malton plumber & glazier (appr) son 

Postill, Elizabeth age 5 born Scarborough, Yorkshire granddaughter 
Bodey, John age 23 _ born Cropton [?] wheelwright servant 


Mary Postill nee Dickinson was born in Norton, Yorkshire, England about 1819. She died in 


Red Deer, Alberta on October 18, 1907 and was buried in Red Deer Cemetery. [Red Deer News, 
October 23, 1907, page 1] 


Mary Dickinson was enumerated in Norton Parish, Malton, Yorkshire with her mother and sister 


on the 1841 England Census. [1841 England Census: Class HO107; Piece 1211; Book 3; Civil Parish Norton; 
County Yorkshire; Enumeration District 11; Folio 44; Page 21; Line 9; GSU roll 464216] 
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Mary Dickinson was enumerated in Rillington, Malton, Yorkshire with her mother on the 1851 


England Census. [1851 England Census: Class HO107; Piece 2369; Civil Parish Malton; County Yorkshire; Folio 
308; Page 16; GSU roll 87650-87652] 


Dickinson, Elizabeth age 68 born Allerston, Yorkshire annuitant head, widow 
Dickinson, Mary age 31 born Morton, Yorkshire dress maker daughter, unmarried 
Robson, Emily L age 3 born Manchester, Lancashire granddaughter 
Murbeek [?], John age 80 born Streusall [?], Yorkshire lodger, widower 


Emily L. Robson, enumerated in 1851 with Mary Dickinson and Elizabeth Dickinson, was 
probably the daughter of Mary Dickinson’s sister Elizabeth. Elizabeth Dickinson had married 
William Robson in Malton, East Riding, Yorkshire. This marriage was registered in the third 
quarter of 1846. The birth registration for an Emily Louisa Robson was registered in the first 
quarter of 1848 in Manchester, Lancashire. [FreeBMD Index, 1837-1915] 


Edward Postill and Mary Dickinson had four known children — Alfred, William, Edward, and Lucy — 
all born in Malton, Yorkshire, England. They immigrated to Ontario in 1860 along with Mary’s 
widowed mother, Elizabeth Dickinson, and her granddaughter, Emily Louisa Robson. 


Emily Louisa Robson married Levi William Patten on March 17, 1869 in Ontario at the home of 
Edward and Mary Postill. On the marriage registration, Emily stated that her parents were William 
and Elizabeth Robson. The Patten family moved to Armstrong, BC in 1883 to manage Alfred 


Postill’s sawmill at Deep Creek and became well-known in that area. [Archives of Ontario; Series 
MS248_8; Reel 8; Kent County, Bleinheim Township] 


The following information appears on pages 53 and 54 of Historic Armstrong B.C. and its Street 
Names: 


Although Patten Drive is a relatively new street, its namesake was one of 
Armstrong’s earliest settlers. Levi William Patten and his family arrived in the 
area in August of 1883. Alfred Postill, a relative and friend of Levi's wife, Emily, 
had asked Mr. Patten to manage his sawmill at Deep Creek. He quickly agreed 
and the Pattens, with their three children, Edward W., Charles J. and Lee A., 
came west from Ontario. Patten Drive is named after the middle child, Charles.... 


Levi Patten lived and worked in the Armstrong area for 52 years. He died on May 
25, 1936 having been predeceased by his wife, Emily, in 1907. A true pioneer, 
Levi William Patten leaves behind a long record of service in the community 
which was carried on by his son Charles. 


Mary Postill nee Dickinson was about 54 years old when she and her family arrived in the 
Okanagan to begin their new life. Her husband, Edward Postill, had died in April 1873 before 
reaching their new home at the south end of Duck Lake. Mary and her family must have 
developed many survival skills during their stay in Ontario as it would have been a change from 
the village life in Yorkshire. They did much more than survive — they prospered. They developed 
one of the major properties in the Central Okanagan. Mary Postill’s children would have been 
about 21, 19, 17, and 14 years of age in 1873. They had grown up on a farm in Ontario, and so 
farm life was not a new experience for them. 


During their visits to the Okanagan, Lord Aberdeen (John Campbell Gordon born in Edinburgh in 
1847) and Lady Aberdeen (Ishbel Maria Marjoribanks born in London in 1857) met the Postills. In 
1890, the Aberdeens purchased the McDougall Ranch, now part of Kelowna. George Grant 
Mackay was the real estate agent. Lady Aberdeen’s brother Coutts Marjoribanks moved from 
North Dakota to manage the Aberdeen’s Guisachan Ranch and oversee the construction of their 


new home. [Middleton, R.M., ed. The Journal of Lady Aberdeen, The Okanagan Valley in the Nineties. Victoria, BC: 
Morriss Publishing Ltd., 1986, pages 13, 19, 20] 
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Lady Aberdeen, in her personal journal, recorded visits with the Postills. (She referred to her 
husband as “A”). The first meeting with the Postills was in October 1891: 


The new pair of substantial mares were hitched to with their new smart harness 
and all and A drove us after Guisachan fashion to the schoolhouse, the little foal 
Madge, coming along too, but instead of following, preceding her mother. The 
scene at the schoolhouse door was one of the prettiest | have seen for a long 
time. The schoolhouse is situated just at the corner of a wood of tall trees gay in 
their brilliant autumn colours. Just inside this wood and on its outskirts were tied 
up saddle-horses and buggies of all sizes and descriptions and all around were 
standing picturesque groups of men and dogs awaiting the moment for going in. 
The brilliant sunshine pouring down on us and glinting on the stems of the trees 
completed the charm and brightness and naturalness of the picture. No 
conventionality, no black coats (except A’s and Mr. Smith’s) no solemn looks. 
There were but three women in the congregation, all the rest men who looked as 
if they Knew how to work. The minister, Mr. Langell, quite adopted the same free 
and easy attitude and did not talk with a minister. At the end, he announced the 
service that was to take place in the afternoon at Guisachan and called upon A to 
give his own invitation. A explained it was meant to be as a sort of exchange of 
greetings amongst new neighbours in the best way and the congregation 
dispersed to their several horses and vehicles outside. Fancy the stampede there 
would be if we tied up all our horses at home any how amongst the trees, left 
them to themselves during service. On our way out, we were introduced to the 
big people of the Northern end of the valley, the Postills. Mother and son were at 
the service. She’s a dear old Yorkshire lady who prides herself on being the 
same age as the Queen and is full of kindliness and quiet humour. She was an 
enchanting figure in her old black satin poke bonnet which she must surely 
inherited from her grandmother and with her reminiscences of her arrival in the 
valley 17 years ago and being the first white woman and the kindness she 
received from the miners and others. | was so cross at not having my Kodak with 


me both to photograph her and that scene outside the church door. [Middleton, R.M., 
ed. The Journal of Lady Aberdeen, The Okanagan Valley in the Nineties. Victoria, BC: Morriss 
Publishing Ltd., 1986, page 28] 


The Aberdeens visited the Postills at their home later in October 1891 as they returned to 
Guisachan following an outing to Long Lake now Kalamalka Lake: 


We lunched in the wood overlooking Long Lake, decided that though it is very 
pretty that it does not come up to Okanagan [Lake] because its shores are barer. 
Then we drove back to Postill’s Lake [Duck Lake] and took tea there en famille, 
mother, son and his wife and baby boy and Mr. and Mrs. Langell and their 
children. The old lady was much pleased with the telephone just put up 
communicating between her and her other son [William] 4 miles away. They gave 
us home-cured ham, home-made jam, home-made bread and then we started for 
home in the dark by an unknown road, A driving, for Coutts is short-sighted. It 
soon became very dark and at places Coutts had to walk ahead with a lantern. 
But we did the 10 miles in 2 hours, which was good going after all under the 


circumstances.... [Middleton, R.M., ed. The Journal of Lady Aberdeen, The Okanagan Valley in 
the Nineties.

The Postill family has a story about Mary Postill. The Aberdeens borrowed a lantern from the 
Postills to use on their way home and neglected to return it. Mary Postill had an employee go to 
Guisachan to get it back. [Frank Postill]

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The Postill family was well-established in the Okanagan Valley within 10 years of their arrival as 


is shown on page 80 of Settlers, Miners and Tourists Guide From Ocean to Ocean by the CPR 
the Great Trans-continental Short Line, an 1885 CPR promotional guide by the CPR: 


Now we reach the head of the Mission or Okanagan Valley, which is about fifteen 
miles long, and from three to four miles in width. It was first occupied by Peter 
[Eli] Lequime and wife, who came into the valley almost dead broke from Rock 
Creek, twenty-two years ago, and are now the owners of a thousand-acre ranch, 
1000 head of cattle, a store, good houses and barns, and thousands of cash 
besides. The soil is a rich sedimentary deposit growing enormous crops of 
cereals and roots.... Fruit, melons, and tomatoes grow finely, and Indian corn 
usually reaches maturity. The climate is healthy, water good, and fuel abundant. 
The lakes abound with fish, wild geese and duck. There are about twenty white 
settlers in the valley, engaged principally in stock raising, though farming several 
hundred acres. First below Woods’ [Thomas Wood] is the Postill ranch of 800 
acres, beautifully situated upon Postill Lake [Duck Lake]. They have 400 head of 
cattle, 100 horses, and cultivate 150 acres.... 


Then follow the ranches of Jones, Wheelan [Whelan], Fulton, McGinnis 
[McInnes], Simpson, Lacerte, Bucherie [Boucherie], Brant [Brent], Moore, 
Simpson, Ortolan, Jos. Christian [Christien], Eli Lequime, McDougal [McDougall], 
and Hayward in the order named. 


When Alfred Postill died on September 26, 1897, only one of Mary Postill’s children, Lucy Lambly, 
was living in the area. Mary’s son, William, had sold his Okanagan property and moved to 
Alberta. Mary’s daughter-in-law, Eleanor Postill, the widow of Alfred, soon moved to Vancouver 
and was living there with her young family. 


In the 1901 Canada Census, the Lambly family was living on the Postill Ranch with Mary Postill, 


who was then 83 years old. Note the misspelling of the surname “Lambly”. [1901 Canada Census: 
British Columbia, Yale & Cariboo, Yale (East); Page 3; Family 25]

About 1903, the Postill Ranch was sold to Price Ellison of Vernon, BC. 


In the 1906 Canada Census, Mary Postill was living on her own on Alexander Street in Red Deer, 
Alberta. She was 85 years old. William Postill possibly owned this property. William Postill and 


family were also in Red Deer on Gaetz Avenue. [1906 Canada Census: Alberta, Strathcona, Town of Red 
Deer; Page 4; Family 30] 


Mary Postill’s contribution to the success of the family ranch is remembered on page 344 of 
Remember When: The History of Trochu and District: 


Grandmother Postill [Mary Postill] was a small indomitable woman with good 
business sense. She and her three teenage sons fulfilled her husband’s dream. 
Their cattle grazed from Penticton to Vernon: a herd of a hundred horses 
contained some of the famous Morgan strain. They irrigated land for alfalfa and 
clover crops and operated the first sawmill.

Mary Postill died in Red Deer, Alberta on October 18, 1907 at the reported age of 88 years. The 
following obituary appeared on page 1 of the October 23, 1907 edition of the “Red Deer News”: 


Oldest Citizen Dead 


Mrs. Postill, mother of our respected citizen William Postill passed away on 
Friday morning last at the residence of her son aged 88 years. Deceased was 
stricken with paralysis on Wednesday night last and never fully regained 
consciousness. 


Mr. and Mrs. Postill were out at the ranch and word was at once sent to them but 
they did not arrive in town until Saturday morning. 


The funeral on Sunday afternoon was largely attended. Rev. Mr. Goodfield 
performed the ceremony as Mrs. Postill was a life long member of the Baptist 
church, Rev. Canon Hinchliffe assisting. 


The following gentlemen acted as pall bearers: Messrs. G.W. Greene, W. Piper, 
W.M. Jarvis, T.F. Ellis, J. Grant, and J. Wright. Interment took place in Red Deer 
Cemetery. 


Deceased was born in Malton, Yorkshire, England, in the same year as the late 
Queen Victoria [1819], and came to Canada with her husband and five children 
some 47 years ago. They removed to the Okanagan Valley, B.C. 33 years ago, 
Mr. Postill, Sr. dying a short time after reaching the western province. Mrs. Postill 
encountered all the hardships of the west in those early days, the boys packing 
provisions over the mountains from New Westminster for years until posts were 
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established nearer home at Vernon, B.C. Always cheerful, resourceful, and with 
the fear of God in her heart she dared the solitude of the wilds and brought her 
family up to be respected citizens and with the advent of civilization a fair 
competence was made for each of them. Two years ago, still hale and hearty, 
she moved to Red Deer to finish her days, passing away full of years as above 
stated. Besides William Postill, of this town, one member of the family survives 
her, namely Mrs. Lambley [Lucy Lambly], who resides at the Hand Hands [Hand 
Hills], and her daughter-in-law, Mrs. Alfred Postill, of Vernon, B.C. The sympathy 
of the community is extended to Mr. and Mrs. Postill and the family in their 
bereavement.

BC in a Presbyterian ceremony performed by Eleanor’s father, the Rev. Robert Jamieson.

Eleanor Armour Jamieson was born January 20, 1865 and baptized in Victoria, BC on July 25, 
1865. Her parents were Robert Jamieson and Elizabeth (Lizzie) Garven, both born in England. 
Robert Jamieson was a pioneer Presbyterian minister who worked in the Cariboo and Victoria 


before settling in New Westminster. [Baptism Index, 1836-1888: BC Vital Statistics: Not filmed] [Death

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By the time of his marriage in 1890, Alfred Postill had been working for 17 years establishing 
himself on his property at the south end of Duck Lake. Over the next seven years, Alfred and 
Eleanor Postill continued this work. There were six children of this marriage: Alfred Edward, 
Mary, Eleanor Garvin, Dorothy, Leonard, and Alice. The sixth child, Alice, was born after her 
father, Alfred Postill, died.

Alfred Postill proved to be a capable manager and an innovative thinker willing to experiment with 
possibilities in this untested land and climate. 


In her newspaper article, “From the Archives — A visionary farmer” in the Wednesday, October 
15, 1986 edition of the “Kelowna Daily Courier’, local historian Kathleen Barlee wrote: “In 1889, 
he [Alfred Postill] was a founding member of the Horticultural Society and Fruit Growers 
Association of British Columbia which became the British Columbia Fruit Growers Association 
(BCFGA) in the early 1900s.” 


What follows is an edited transcription of a handwritten draft of a speech delivered by Alfred 
Postill in 1893 to a meeting of farmers in the Okanagan school house which was located on what 
is now Haynes Road and Dilworth Drive. This speech shows his visionary but practical ideas for 
the future of Okanagan agriculture and the people of the valley. This was a handwritten draft and 
it contains grammatical, spelling, and punctuation errors.

Cooperation in disposing of Produce 


At the last meeting of the Agricultural and Trades Association held in Kelowna, a 
paper was presented by me in which was were shown some of the advantages to 
be gained by cooperation in the handling and sale of fruit and vegetables, and 
which more particularly set forth, that cooperation would insure uniform quality, 
attractive packing, increased sales, and other advantages could be brought 
about by inspection cooperating and branding of fruit, and that system applied to 
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farming production would increase confidence in both buyer & seller. This subject 
seems to me of such importance that | again venture to bring the matter before 
you, more especially as your secretary, Mr. [George] Rose, has expressed a 
wish that | should do so. The idea of united action for the attainment of a definite 
object is as old as the human race. It is a recognized fact that “union is strength’, 
and division is weakness. That results can be brought about by combination, 
which individual effort could never accomplish is known to all, and many reasons 
could be given why cooperative, and systematic union amongst farmers for the 
disposing of produce should displace the present haphazard and unsatisfactory 
methods. and That this is a recognized fact | quote from the editorial columns of 
the “Farm and Home” a paper published in Chicago Illinois in the interests of 
farmers. The editor says — “Where crops are produced in limited quantities, 
combination in selling is the most profitable plan known. Manufacturers combine 
on the slightest pretense and squeeze profits until consumers set up a universal 
wail. If producers would pool their interests and sell at honest prices they would 
soon be astonished at their profits.” In England, Canada, and the United Sates, 
cooperative societies have been established to the advantage of the concerned. 
In my childhood in Ontario | remember the logging bee, the raising bee, and 
other forms of mutual help in pioneer settlements that no doubt paved the way for 
the more advanced forms of cooperation, such as the Patrons of Industry, the 
Grange and the cooperative cheese factory which has been the means of 
bringing great wealth to Ontario. 


The storage of all kinds of produce could be done better and at much less cost, 
either in cold-storage, warehouses, or cellar, if taken in hand by the whole 
community. It simply means that a task which would be impossible for one to 
accomplish could be easily done if all were to combine. What is to hinder the 
people of this Valley from owning their old cold-storage plant for fruit and building 
for fruit, their ware-house for grain, and their cellar for vegetables? Why should it 
be considered an impossible or unwise thing for all to have an interest in a wharf 
for the general use? These things are necessities if this Valley is to be made a 
profitable centre of production. The question of how to secure the great 
advantage in storing fruit, grain, and vegetables in the most approved way, so as 
to get the very best results with the least outlay, while a serious one to the 
individual, but to the united community at large appears in a very different light, 
and in comparison is a very small undertaking. It may be thought that in storing 
produce for sale, money badly needed would be locked up until the produce is 
sold for an indefinite period time or until sold. This need not necessarily be the 
case considered an hinderance [hindrance] as the banks would make advances 
on insured goods guaranteed first class, by certificate to that effect, issued by a 
competent and properly authorized person. In this way, farmers would have the 
benefit of the rise in prices that different seasons naturally give to all produce, 
and would not be forced to sell at ruinous prices for the want of storage facilities 
or money, besides delivering him out of the unrelenting clutches of those nimble 
witted gentry known as “middle men’, who make the farmer's off opportunity 
extremity their golden opportunity. If we owned our own storage apparatus and 
wharf, the next step would be the shipping of our produce. Here again the 
advantage of cooperation would be surely manifest. A corporation such as the 
CPR would undoubtedly prefer to deal with a whole community under one board 
of management rather than a number of individuals, many of them ignorant of the 
rules relating to the transfer and transportation of produce, who if they shipped at 
all, would be under the necessity of shipping in comparatively small lots, and in 
consequence, would be obliged have to pay a much higher rate for of freight 
besides running a greater risk to of loss and damage caused by delay owing to 
the fact that less care is taken in the carrying of a small consignment than ina 
larger one. This Valley, in good running order, could send out a large amount of 
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produce, and could easily ship a train load every week the year round. To begin 
with, car lots of mixed commodities could be sent out, at as regular intervals as 
possible, and when shipping to the North West an effort might be made to get the 
privilege of breaking cargo on the way, the car being so loaded [illegible] having 
being in charge of a man in charge and being so loaded the commodities 
packages being as placed in it so they could as to allow them being quickly 
dropped at any of the stations along the line, unless enough was wanted at any 
one place to fill a car. Were it known that a ranche of the extent and capable of 
turning out so great a variety of products as Mission Valley, was being worked for 
the North West, and coast city’s markets and that first class articles of fruit, 
vegetables, grain, beef, bacon or any other of the numerous articles we could 
raise was were for sale at reasonable prices, there would be no fear of over- 
production. We should have inquiries from all the country traversed by the CPR 
and its branches from the coast to Winnipeg. Local travellers or [illegible] who 
represent certain lines of goods manufactured goods could be induced for a 
small commission on sales to take orders and forward them as received to the 
head office in the Valley, care being taken to have fruit packed in suitable rigid 
cases for family use to avoid the extra expense and waste of breaking cases 
packages. A local agent could be appointed in the principal towns to take charge 
of and sell the fruit or produce and keep the secretary posted as to the 
requirements what was most wanted needed. In this way our Valley would be a 
large manufactory turning of out produce and supplying the wants needs of 
thousands, who for lack of system and organization amongst producers have 
either to do without necessary articles of food or get take that which is both 
inferior and high priced. 


| also believe that cooperation would bring to those who till the soil some of the 
comforts and conveniences that at present are enjoyed almost exclusively by 
those who live in cities. To my mind it would be an easy matter for every farmer 
to be in handy communication by telephone with every other farmer and business 
man in the Valley by telephone at little cost to each if they would only combine. 
And when our orchards, and grain fields, and fattening-pens are in full swing the 
construction of an tram electric tram line from North to South of the Valley and 
terminating at the society’s storage and shipping buildings could be easily built 
and equipped if all were united for the welfare general welfare and progress of 
the community. These things may seem visionary, but | assure you that every aid 
inventive thought has evolved for the handling, storage and shipping of produce 
is within the reach of every individual in this Valley if they unselfishly and 
intelligently work together. If we are to be lifted out of old fogeyism and rescued 
from stagnation if our great natural wealth is to be utilized and turned to profitable 
account, we must unite with the steady determination to work together for the 
general welfare of our Valley, we must apply the most advanced business 
methods to our farming operations, and look and look upon our neighbors as 
factors to our own success. We must take a leaf out of the book of business 
combinations of all kinds and apply careful thought to our work, studying our 
capabilities and how best to apply them to the wants of others. Then in place of 
the questions “where can | sell my stuff when | raise it”? it would be — how can | 
supply the demand?, — and the mighty competition that now confuses and 
paralyzes the individual would only spur the community to greater and more 
effective effort. 


In her article, “The Story of the Postill Family and Some of Their Descendants”, local historian 


Primrose Upton made reference to a newspaper article that appeared on page 8 of the “Vernon 
News” on September 20, 1897:

Mr. and Mrs. A. Postill came home on Monday from Montreal, Toronto and other 
points. Mr. Postill saw all that was best of the eastern agricultural sections, and 
returns with the firmly grounded belief that no part of Canada offers so many 
material advantages to the farmer as this portion of British Columbia. It is a 
pleasure to have our belief in our magnificent resources of soil and climate 
confirmed so emphatically by a man of Mr. Postill’s standing. 


Alfred Postill died unexpectedly on September 26, 1897 at his home on the Postill Ranch. This 
was just a few days after his return home from a long trip to eastern Canada. His wife Eleanor 
was expecting a child (Alice) who was born a few months later on January 24, 1898 in Vernon. 


The following obituary appeared in the Thursday, September 30, 1897 edition of the “Vernon 
News”, page 8: 


Death of Alfred Postill 
One of Our Most Respected Residents Passes to His Rest 


Alfred Postill is dead! On Sunday, about midday, the summons arrived which 
called to the unseen world, a man whose name has for years been inseparably 
connected with the development of his portion of British Columbia, and who will 
be missed as few others in this district would be. Words cannot express the 
shock which came to many when they first heard that a man so well known, so 
highly esteemed and so generally respected, had suddenly expired. The first 
intimation that most of our citizens received of the sad event was the 
announcement made from the pulpit of the Presbyterian church, on Sunday 
evening, that his funeral would take place on Tuesday afternoon. The word had 
been received by Rev. Mr. Wilson just before the commencement of the service 
that Mr. Postill had died that day, about noon; and in referring to the subject, the 
preacher spoke in a very affecting manner on the noble qualities of character 
shown during a residence of a quarter of a century in this valley. 


Mr. Postill was born about 45 years ago in Yorkshire, England, and 20 years later 
he came to this district, wnen he bought the ranch upon which he resided up to 
the time of his death. He was a man calculated to leave his impress upon any 
community in which he lived, and both as a private citizen, and a gentleman who 
took an active part in all that pertained to the public wellfare [welfare], he 
appeared ever to be guided by an earnest desire to do his duty in a 
conscientious and upright manner. What his hand found to do, was indeed done 
with all his might. For him to conceive an idea likely to benefit the district he so 
much loved, was to endeavour to put that idea into immediate execution. He was 
foremost in every good work, and brought to bear on all matters of public interest 
a combination of unflagging zeal, untiring energy and practical knowledge of 
detail, which enabled him to overcome many difficulties before which an ordinary 
man would perhaps have shrunk back with dismay. This was _ particularly 
noticeable in regard to his work for the Agricultural Society, in the prosperity of 
which no man took a more lively interest, and certainly no member of that 
institution ever worked harder or more successfully in its interest than Mr. Postill. 


The same spirit of enterprise which he manifested in connection with public 
affairs characterized his own business career. He was the first man to start saw 
mills in the Spallumcheen and Okanagan Valleys; and he was ever on the alert to 
introduce new and improved methods in conducting the business appertaining to 
his large farming and stock raising operations. Behind all this was a deep seated 
regard for principle. Although not a man of ostentatious piety, he was known far 
and near to possess a firm and abiding religious belief by which his life was ruled 
and governed. He was an implacable enemy to whatever he considered evil, and 
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was very outspoken in denouncing all forms of vice; but withal was possessed of 
a broad charity for individual failings and weaknesses. He was a forcible writer 
when occasion required, and many interesting letters have during the past few 
years appeared over his signature in the columns of The News. He was 
sometimes criticized for holding opinions rather more narrow on certain subjects 
than those entertained by many in this western land, but if he erred at all in this 
direction, who is there now who will not say that it was on the right side? And 
even those upon whom fell most severely the weight of his indignation unite 
today in sincerely deploring his loss. Sympathy of the most profound character 
goes out to the widow and children in their great grief, and their sorrow is in part 
shared by hundreds throughout the country, who will ever hold the name of 
Alfred Postill in kindly remembrance. He leaves a large and valuable estate, and 
carried a life insurance policy of $10,000. 


Up until a year or so ago Mr. Postill enjoyed good health, but was then attacked 
by an insidious disease which baffled the skill of the most experienced 
physicians. Only last week he returned from Montreal, where he had consulted 
some of the most noted members of the British Medical Association. On his 
return he was in excellent spirits, and his friends shared his belief that he was on 
the way to a speedy recovery. But it was not to be. A few days later he was 
suddenly attacked with a new affliction which terminated his life. It came on in the 
shape of a heavy cold, which speedily developed into more serious symptoms, 
and on Saturday morning he became unconscious and partially paralyzed, his 
power of articulation completely failing. Medical aid was secured but nothing 
could be done, and on Sunday he died of rupture of a blood vessel in the brain. 
“God’s finger touched him and he slept.” 


The funeral took place on Tuesday afternoon from the house, and was attended 
by many from Vernon and the Mission Valley. The impressive service was 
conducted by Rev. G.A. Wilson, the pallbearers being Messrs. Geo. Whelan, 
Joseph Cristien [Christien], E.J. Tronson, J.A. McKelvie, Price Ellison, Thos. 
Wood, W.R. Megaw and W.F. Cameron. 


He was laid to rest in the private cemetery where sleep his father and brother. 
His surviving relatives include his mother, his brother William, and his wife and 
five children.

Many years after Alfred Postill’s death, his wife, Eleanor Armour Postill wrote about his 
accomplishments in a letter to the editor of “The Family Herald and Weekly Star’, December 29, 
1937. A portion of this letter is quoted below: 


In 1888, Edward died, leaving Alfred and William to carry on.... Alfred was 
general manager [of the Postill Ranch] and attended to the farming and business 
end of the work. He was always on the alert to try new and improved methods. 
He installed the first telephone in the Valley — between his own home and 
William's, 4 miles away. No charter was necessary as it was all their own land. 
Indians got out the poles, and Alfred, with a man to help him, set them up, strung 
the wires, and set up the telephones. The Earl of Aberdeen, who was then in the 
valley called at Alfred's house just as contact had been made between the two 
houses, and was very much interested. 


Having realized the great saving of time and the convenience of the telephone, 


Mr. Postill tried hard to interest the ranchers between Vernon and the lower end 
of the valley, as well as the merchants in Vernon in extending the line. In this he 
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was disappointed. About the year 1895, Alfred bought out his brother, William, 
who moved to Alberta to engage in stock-raising there. 


While still carrying on the business of stock-raising, Alfred's attention turned more 
and more in the direction of fruit growing. He was one of the first to see the 
possibilities for that industry in the Okanagan. There was already a fine orchard 
on the ranch — mostly apples — as well as a berry patch, and Mr. Postill began 
experimenting with other fruits. A small vineyard was planted on one of the 
benches and in the year 1897 bore a wonderful crop of grapes of different kinds, 
in size and flavor equal to any California grapes, if not better. 


The motive that lay behind all his experimenting was not so much gain for 
himself, as prosperity for the Valley he loved. He sowed the first crop of alfalfa in 
the valley, on a dry bench, saying "If it will grow there, it will grow anywhere". And 
it did, and today there are hundreds of acres in alfalfa, not only on this ranch, but 
throughout the valley. He, also, tried peanuts, which grew and ripened, a few 
being exhibited at the Vernon Fair in 1896. 


Mr. Postill was a firm believer in co-operation in handling and marketing produce 
of all kinds (something new 45 years ago) and by tongue and pen advocated it in 
season and out of season. But, as Dr. B.F. [Benjamin deFurlong] Boyce of 
Kelowna said, who knew him perhaps better than most men did, "Mr. Postill was 
25 years ahead of his time," and there seemed no result. He was never 
discouraged, and many times as he spoke of what he visioned for the future. He 
said to his wife, "You will live to see it, but | will not." Time has proved him right. 
Mr. Postill's sudden death in Sept. 1897 at the early age of 45 years, put an end 
to all his plans. About the year 1902 or 1903, the property was sold to the Hon. 
Price Ellison, Minister of Finance in the McBride government. He did not live on 
the place, but in Vernon, 24 miles away, and was too busy with other things to 
give personal attention to the ranch. The vineyard was neglected and died out, a 
new house for the owner (Countess Bubna at that time) being built on that site; 
the orchard was cut down; the older buildings neglected, and the cattle disposed 
of. We hope and believe that under the capable and experienced management of 
the McNair brothers better days are in store for the property. 


Vancouver, B. C. Eleanor A. Postill (Mrs. Alfred Postill) 


Eleanor Armour Postill became a member of the Baptist faith during its early years in the Central 
Okanagan Valley. Her husband had been raised as a Baptist. The following article appears in 


Trials and Triumphs — The Story of First Baptist Church, Kelowna, 1906 — 96, page 1: 


The first known Baptist church service in the area took place in 1895 in the 
Ellison district, just outside Kelowna, when Mrs. Alfred Postill, the wife of a 
prominent rancher and farmer, was baptized, probably in Duck Lake. The service 
was held by a Baptist minister who happened to be visiting the area, and must 
have attracted a good deal of attention, for Mrs. Postill had become well-known. 
The daughter of a Presbyterian minister in New Westminster, she had married 
Postill and moved into the area in 1890. She became active in the organization of 
Protestant church services in the Ellison district, near the Postill ranch, recruiting 
ministers from various denominations who were travelling through the Valley or 
who lived in Kelowna. Likely she would have known Mrs. E.R. [Annie] Bailey, a 
Baptist who apparently lived in the Ellison area for a little while before moving in 
to Kelowna, and who was to become a charter member of the future Baptist 
church (her husband was an early postmaster and an original alderman of 
Kelowna). The baptism of Mrs. Postill seems to have been an isolated event, for 
there were too few Baptists around to organize continued church services of their 
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own, and there were no Baptist ministers within reach of the area who could 
provide leadership. Because of this, Mrs. Postill joined a Baptist church in New 
Westminster. Mrs. Postill’s baptism and continuing interest, however, may have 
indirectly led, years later, to the formation of the Baptism congregation in 
Kelowna.

“Kelowna Courier’: 


Okanagan bride of 64 years ago dies at coast 


The widow of a man after whom Postill station and Postill Lake were named, 
passed away in Vancouver last Sunday. She was Mrs. Eleanor Armour Postill, 
who first came to the Okanagan Valley as a bride 64 years ago. 


Mrs. Postill, 89 years of age, was the wife of Alfred Postill, who in 1890 
homesteaded 7,000 acres which is now the Austin C. Taylor Ranch. A pioneer 
Vancouver teacher of the 1880’s, Mrs. Postill was buried on Tuesday on the 
Taylor ranch beside her husband. 


Born in New Westminster before development of Vancouver, Mrs. Postill was a 
daughter of Rev. and Mrs. Robert Jamieson, pioneer missionaries on the B.C. 
mainland. She began her education in a room at the manse, set aside by her 
father as a school for the children of the settlement. It was the first school on the 
mainland. 
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Took Up Teaching 


After graduating at an Ontario college, Mrs. Postill returned to B.C. in 1882 and 
took up teaching, first in the Nicola Valley and later in the first small school in the 
West End of Vancouver. 


In 1890, she married Alfred Postill, wno homesteaded 7,000 acres which is now 
the Austin C. Taylor Ranch in the Okanagan. She remained there until the death 
of her husband seven years later. 


Mrs. Postill returned with her children to Vancouver, then moved to New 
Westminster where she became widely known as a church leader. When her 
family grew up she returned to teaching in the Cariboo and later in Burnaby. 


Surviving are a son Alfred E.; four daughters, Mrs. J.W. Barnes, White Rock; 
Mrs. R.R. Garner, Coquitlam; Mrs. P.L. Birrell, Vancouver, and Mrs. G.A. 
Johnson, Victoria; 10 grandchildren and 18 great grandchildren. A sister, Miss 
Sophie Jamieson, lives in Pasadena, Calif. 


William Postill (1853 - 1931) & Minnie May Frank (1866 - 1947) 


William Postill and Minnie May Frank were married in Banff, Northwest Territories (now Alberta) 
on January 2, 1888. The marriage registration gave the information that William Postill was age 
33, a resident of British Columbia, born in England, a bachelor, and son of Edward and Mary 
Postill. Minnie May Frank was age 22, a resident of Banff, born in Ontario, a spinster, and 
daughter of George and Jane Frank. William Postill was Baptist and Minnie May Frank was 
Methodist. The witnesses were R.G. Brett and Mina Brownregy [?]. The marriage was performed 
by Rev. Clement Williams. [Frank Postill]

operation of the family ranch. [“Family Herald and Weekly Star’, December 29, 1937. (Letter to the Editor: Eleanor 
Postill)] 


The father [Edward Postill, Sr.] bought a small place from Mr. Simpson, (George 
Simpson) but he died on his way to take possession of it. Then the property 
passed into the hands of his three sons, Alfred, William, and Edward. It was 
gradually added to by pre-emption and purchase until they owned about 5,000 
acres, together with another range of 2,000 acres some miles away which was 
afterwards sold. There was a band of 600 or 700 head of cattle, a fine band of 
horses, besides a few sheep and swine.... 


In 1888, Edward died, leaving Alfred and William to carry on. William was the 
stockman, and his word was law as far as the cattle were concerned. It was he-- 
not Countess Bubna-- who first introduced pure bred Polled Angus cattle into the 
herd.... 


About the year 1895, Alfred bought out his brother, William, who moved to 
Alberta to engage in stock-raising there. 


By the early 1880s, William Postill had already looked east to what is now Alberta for his ranching 
pursuits. By 1897, he and his family moved to their property in Red Deer. They also had ranch 
land in that area.

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A report on William Postill’s early activities in Alberta was written by his daughter-in-law, Mrs. 


William D. (Bill) Postill in Remember When: The History of Trochu and District, pages 344-347. A 
portion is quoted below: 


William was the second son. In 1882 he made a trip to Alberta, Northwest 
Territories with the Rev. Turner. Somewhere near the present site of Penhold, a 
heavy snowstorm struck. He left the missionary’s party and with one pack horse 
returned alone. Through the Crow’s Nest Pass it was a hazardous journey of 
about six hundred miles across a sea of mountains. It was a time of hostility but 
the Indian parties he met allowed him to go on. Before he reached the ranch, his 
supplies were gone, his horses thin and weak. 


William Postill and Miss Minnie May Frank were married in Banff in 1888. The 
signature of the witness to the ceremony is that of Dr. Brett. In 1915 Dr. Brett was 
appointed the second Lieutenant Governor of Alberta. 


The six eldest children spent their early childhood on the ranch in the Okanagan. 


William Postill and family were in Okanagan Mission district in 1891 and appear in the Canada 
Census. William Postill was a stock raiser. With him were his wife, Minnie May, and children 
George Edward, Edith Alberta, and William Dickinson Postill. Jane Ann Sugden, likely related to 
Minnie May’s adoptive mother, was a servant. The next household enumerated was that of 


Minnie May Postill’s parents, George and Jane Frank. [1891 Canada Census: British Columbia, Yale, 
Okanagan Mission; Page 1; Families 3, 4] 


More information about the William Postill family is found in the article in Remember When: The 
History of Trochu and District. Portions of this article are below: 


In 1893 Mr. Postill bought property in Red Deer, owning much of what is now the 
city centre and the general store. He took an active part in this growing 
community’s social and business affairs. 


Frank, their youngest child was born in Red Deer. The four eldest children 
attended public and high school there. The high school enrolment in the entire 
district of Alberta N.W.T. was about four hundred and fifty at that time. 


In 1892 some eight hundred head of cattle had been shipped from B.C. by rail to 
Morley and then trailed to range east and south of Stettler-Ewing Post Office and 
Cut Lake areas. The cattle were run on shares. Their brand, the Maltese Cross, 
was registered in 1899. 


In 1904 Mr. Postill filed a homestead and bought land ten miles east of Trochu. 
He and his two older sons brought the cattle down from the Stettler range. Ted 
and my husband would recall the trip. It was July. Their father went ahead in the 
buckboard. Mile after mile through that dreary sun-dried country — the heat, the 
dust rising from the slow moving herd and their horses black with mosquitos. We 
thought the hills would never end. The young riders strained water from the 
sloughs and drank it. 


The boys returned to Red Deer to finish school. Ted and his father lived in a log 
shack built in the coulee in the winter of 1906-07. It is on record as one of the 
worst winters in the history of the west. Any description of the pioneers trying to 
get their cattle through falls far short of the reality. Ted says he was never warm. 


Mr. Postill, Ted, Bob, Bill and Bun [sons of William Postill] built the two-storey log 
and frame house the next summer. They built a barn, started corrals and cribbed 
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springs. The buildings are in a wide deep gully running down to the river flats. 
There is a good water supply and shelter. 


In 1910, having sold his property in Red Deer, Mr.Postill and family came to live 
here [Trochu]. A wagon load of household effects came last and “our little Jersey 
cow followed behind”, a delightful travelling companion, this gentle creature.... 


William Postill was the first chairman of the Harrow School and for many years a 
trustee of the board. He was on the council of the Rural Municipal District of 
Roach. He was the first Master Mason of this division of the Masonic Lodge. 


William Postill was involved in the communities in which he lived. In 1901, he ran for the position 
of Mayor in the first municipal election in Red Deer. He also was the Conservative candidate for 
the Red Deer area. 


Peel’s Prairie Provinces, a University of Alberta website [<www.peel.library.ualberta.ca>], has 
digitized early Alberta newspapers. Searching for “Postill” brings up nearly 200 responses. These 
entries give a good timeline of events in the William Postill family’s life and confirm some of the 
information stated above. Some entries follow: 


e Mr. Postill has arrived from British Columbia with a car load of cattle which he expects to 
place on his ranch here. We are sorry to hear that Mr. Postill was so unfortunate as to 


lose a valuable horse on the way. [“Calgary Weekly Herald’, July 15, 1897, p. 2, Item Ar00216. From 
Red Deer. Red Deer, July 6] 


e It is reported that Mr. Postill, of Red Deer, has rented the Christie ranch and will move 
down from the north in the near future. [“Calgary Weekly Herald”, August 5, 1897, p. 5, Ar00511] 


e W. Postill has the foundation and excavations completed for his new house on Steward 


street. This will be the finest dwelling between Calgary and Edmonton. [‘Edmonton Bulletin’, 
June 26, 1899, p. 2, Ar00203. Red Deer] 


e The first municipal elections of the newly incorporated town of Red Deer were held on the 
4". There were two candidates for mayor, R.L. Gaetz and W.H. Postill, the former being 
elected by one majority. For council those elected were: D.D. Long, W. Springbett, F.E. 


Wilkins, R.C. Brumpton, W.A. Moore and H. Sharples. /Postill, William: Mayoral Candidate 1901. 
“Edmonton Bulletin”, July 12, 1901, p. 1, Item Ar00103] 


e In the same newspaper, it is noted that W. Postill has been appointed the Inspector of 
Stock in the Red Deer area. [“Edmonton Bulletin’, July 12, 1901, p. 1, Item Ar00103] 


e Mr. Postill Retires. Red Deer, Sept. 28. — At the Conservative meeting last night the 
retirement of William Postill, the Conservative candidate, was announced. Mr. Postill has 
retired on account of ill health. His place has been taken by Rev. Dr. Leonard Gaetz, of 
this town. [Edmonton Bulletin”, September 30, 1905, p. 1, ArO0107] 


e Messrs. Postill & Paterson have disposed of their general store business to Mr. Lord of 
Winnipeg. [“Red Deer News”, May 8, 1906, p.8, Ar00802] 


In the 1901 Canada Census, William Postill was enumerated as a general merchant. His son, 
George E. Postill was incorrectly identified as being born in BC. He was born in Alberta. The 
other birthplaces are correct. [1901 Canada Census: The Territories, Alberta, Red Deer; Page 10; Family 99]

The extent of William Postill’s involvement in cattle raising is shown in the following article that 
appeared in the “Red Deer News” on January 28, 1914, page 1: 


Pine Lake Old Timers' Dinner 


On Thursday, January 15, a pleasant evening was spent at a dinner given by the 
Old Timers of Pine Lake. Those present were Messrs. W. Postill, D. Page.... 


During dinner several speeches were made, the old timers describing their 
advent to this country and showing the development that had taken place. Wm. 
Postill rendered several songs in a masterly style, being persistently called upon 
for encores.... Mr. Postill in describing his trip to England with Mr. R. Page, when 
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they took a shipment of cattle to that country, thoroughly entertained the 
gathering for half an hour, fully describing the hardships endured in those days of 
primitive transportation facilities.... 


William Postill and family were enumerated in the 1916 and 1921 Canada Census in the same 


area as in 1911. [1916 Canada Census: Alberta, Bow River; Page 23; Family 264] [1921 Canada Census: Alberta, 
Bow River; Page 3; Family 31]

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On January 3, 1925, Minnie May Postill and son Albert Frank Postill crossed the international 
border at Eastport, Idaho with the intention of remaining permanently in the United States. They 
planned to join William Postill who was already in Delhi, California, William and Minnie May’s 
retirement destination. [Border Crossings: From Canada to U.S., 1895-1956; January 3, 1925] 


William Postill returned to the Okanagan in December 1927. An article in the Thursday, 
Decemeber 22, 1927 edition of the “Vernon News” described this visit: 


Postill Brought in Apple Trees Fifty Years Ago 
Five Old Timers Discuss Long Gone Days Around Dinner Table 


Fifty-two years ago, Wm. Postill came first into the Okanagan. He came from 
New Westminster via the Hope Trail. There were a few cattlemen and some very 
fine cattle here. He was 19 and the Okanagan cast a spell over him. Last 
Monday, Mr. Postill returned, fully and freely stating that this is the land he loves 
best of any that lies under the sun. His home is in California but his heart is in the 
Okanagan. 


At the station, Mr. Postill was met by Price Ellison and induced to remain here for 
a day to meet old friends and look once again over old scenes. That evening at 
the Kalamalka hotel there was a dinner, Price Ellison the host, the guests in 
addition to Mr. Postill being W.R. Megaw, Charles Simms, C.F. Costerton and 
W.S. Harris. The five old timers recalled many incidents of the early times, 
compared the past with the present, passed the jokes of bye-gone years, and 
spoke with eyes agleam of those who have gone on ahead. 


The Postill ranch, a well known place, now the Eldorado Ranch, was acquired by 
Mr. Postill’s father for the sum of $1 an acre. The 320 acres being the initial 
purchase. Mr. Postill told of his departure 31 years ago with a train load of cattle 
for Red Deer, Alberta, of the successes and losses sustained, of his departure 
for California where he invested heavily and of his home on a six acre ranch 
where almonds and other fruits and nuts grow in profusion and where the Malaga 
grapes rot by the car load when the movement to market is delayed. 


On Tuesday morning, Price Ellison and Chas Simms accompanied Mr. Postill to 
Okanagan Landing where, at the home of his daughter, Mrs. F.L. Jamieson, lives 
Tom Wood, who in the early days had the ranch next to Postill’s. Mr. Wood, in his 
87th year is hale and hearty. He came from the rear of the house where he 
delights to saw wood, and the quartette spent a most interesting half hour. 


Mr. Postill knew all the old timers in the Valley. Tom Ellis at Penticton, Eli 
Lequimme [Lequime], Joe Christian [Christien], at the Mission, Judge Haynes at 
Osoyoos, Alex Vance in the B.X. [North Okanagan], [Luc] Girouard in Priest’s 
Valley, Price Ellison when he came in, W.R. Megaw in the Nicola country and at 
Kamloops. The Postill ranch they purchased from George Simpson. 


That the winters in the Okanagan are not as severe as they once were is Mr. 
Postill’s contention. He spoke of drawing chop for the cattle across the Okanagan 
Lake which was frozen entirely over. Another winter there was little frost or snow, 
so little that they plowed each month during the winter. 


In the early days there was no other occupation than raising cattle and in the fall 
the buyers would come along and purchasing 700 or 800 head would drive them 
up into the Cariboo country where they would slaughter the lot and sell them to 
the miners as frozen beef. A good beef would sell for from $26 to $30. 
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There never was any trouble with the Indians who were a fine hardy race. They 
were small but healthy and their honesty never was questioned. Mr. Postill said 
they had a mill where they used to grind flour and at times they would have flour 
sacked in considerable quantities. They never had a lock on the door and never 
lost anything until the whites became numerous. 


Some apple trees which Mr. Postill brought into the Valley are still bearing in the 
old orchard. They were brought in nearly 50 years ago by pack train from Hope. 


On leaving Vernon on Tuesday, Mr. Postill went to visit his sister, Mrs. Robt. 
Lambley [Lambly], near Kelowna, and after a few days there, he will return to his 
home in California. He said it is his purpose, if possible, to return to the Dominion 
and make his home under the British flag.

The following year, William Postill travelled back to Trochu, Alberta and he died in Calgary on 
March 3, 1931. His obituary appeared in the Wednesday, March 4, 1931 edition of the “Red Deer 
Advocate”, page 1: 
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Wm. Postill Passes 


Wm. Postill, a former well-known merchant of Red Deer in the early days, passed 
away at Calgary on Tuesday evening. Mr. Postill had been visiting his boys at 
Trochu and was on his return to California when he took suddenly ill at Calgary a 
few days ago. He was a notable figure in the early days. 


William Postill is buried in Red Deer Cemetery in the western portion in Section B, Lot 19, 
Subdivision 4. [Telephone Conversation (Susan Campbell) and Red Deer Cemetery staff, June 11, 2014] 


After William Postill’s death in 1931, Minnie May Postill continued to live with her son Albert in 


California. They were enumerated there in 1940. [1940 USA Census: California, Merced; Roll T627_265; 
Page 1B; Enumeration District 24-20A] 


Minnie May Postill nee Duncan, who as a child was adopted by George and Jane Frank, died in 
Merced, California on April 8, 1947 at the age of 80 years. Minnie May Postill was buried in 
Trochu, Alberta. [California, Death Index, 1940-1997] [Frank Postill] 


Edward Postill (1857 - 1888) 


Edward Postill probably lived in the Central Okanagan Valley from 1873 until his death in 1888. 
Not much is known about him. As the youngest of three brothers, he would have been a support 
in his older brothers’ agricultural pursuits.

Edward Postill was not listed on the 1878 British Columbia Provincial Voters List, probably 
because he was too young to vote. Alfred and William Postill were listed as farmers in Okanagan 
Mission, Okanagan Polling Division, Yale District. [Sessional Papers of the Province of British Columbia, 
Sessions 1878] 


When Edward became ill, he was taken to Banff in hopes that the hot springs there would help 
him recover. William Postill, Edward’s brother, was already familiar with these hot mineral springs 
as his wife’s family lived in Banff and William had been married there earlier in 1888. Edward 
Postill died from pneumonia in Banff on December 5, 1888 age 32 years. His death was 
registered on January 6, 1889 and certified by R.G. Brett. [Frank Postill] 


Edward Postill, Jr. was the second burial in Postill Family Cemetery. His mother Mary had his 
name added to the side of his father’s marker. The inscriptions on this grave marker follow:

The body will be brought to Vernon this afternoon 
and buried in the cemetery here.

After their marriage, Lucy and Robert Lambly went to live in Spallumcheen district located in the 
North Okanagan Valley. The author of the 1885 publication, Settlers, Miners and Tourists Guide 
Ocean to Ocean, CPR, The Great Trans-continental Short Line, pages 80-81 tells of the journey 
to the North Okanagan: 


The Government wagon road terminates at Lequime’s [now Okanagan Mission, a 
part of Kelowna], from whence pack trails lead over the mountains to the Custom 
House, and 160 miles to Hope on the Fraser River. On the morning of the 6th, | 
rode forty-two miles to O’Keefe’s, horseback, then five miles by wagon, when a 
walk of seven miles brought me to the Lambly ranch in the Spallumcheen Valley, 
the choicest body of farming lands in this region. 
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On page 82, in the aforementioned book, Newton H. Chittenden also noted: “Mr. A. Postill is 
building a saw-mill on Deep Creek, where there is a considerable body of good pine timber.” 


The District of Okanagan Assessment Roll, 1879, Schedule B shows the value of the properties 
of partners Robert and Thomas McKie Lambly: 


#60 Robert Lambly and #61 Thomas Lambly (combined), farmers: 70 cattle, 4 sheep, 4 
hogs, and 6 horses. No other information included. 


The 1881 Canada Census showed that Robert and Lucy Lambly and their infant son, Robert, 


were living with Thomas McKie Lambly in the Enderby area. [1881 Canada Census: British Columbia, Yale, 
Nicola and Okanagan; Page 23; Family 150]

Robert and Lucy Lambly remained in the Kelowna area for the rest of their lives. At the time of 
their deaths, detailed obituaries were published in the local newspaper. Both were buried in 
Pioneer Cemetery in the Kelowna Memorial Park Cemetery. Their son, Robert Edward Lambly, 
was also buried there. 


Lucy Mary Lambly died September 10, 1932 in Glenmore, BC (now part of Kelowna). Her 
obituary appeared in the Thursday, September 15, 1932 edition of the “Kelowna Courier and 
Okanagan Orchardist”, page 5: 


Mrs. Lucy Mary Lambly 


After an illness extending over a year, an estimable lady who had spent nearly 
sixty years in the Okanagan Valley and was therefore one of its oldest 
inhabitants in terms of residence, passed away on Saturday, September 10th, at 
the family residence in Glenmore in the person of Mrs. Lucy Mary Lambly, wife of 
Mr. Robert Lambly. 


Born in Malton, Yorkshire, England, seventy-two years ago, Mrs. Lambly 
emigrated at the tender age of eight months with her father, Mr. Edward Postill, 
her mother and three brothers to Canada, the voyage made in a sailing ship, 
lasting three months. The family settled near Bothwell, Ont., where Mr. Postill 
engaged in farming for about seven years. He decided to migrate West, and the 
family again moved, travelling by train via Salt Lake City to San Francisco, 
thence to Esquimalt and New Westminster by sailing vessel. About two years 
was spent in New Westminster, and then another move was made to the 
Okanagan Valley, to join the eldest son, Alfred, and Thomas Lambly, who had 
bought from Mr. Geo. Simpson the property which became known for many 
years as the Postill ranch, later acquired by Mr. Price Ellison and now owned by 
Countess Bubna. 


Unfortunately, on the journey from New Westminster over the Hope-Lytton road, 


the father [Edward Postill, Sr.] contracted pneumonia and he succumbed to its 
effects at what is now Vernon. Mrs. Postill [Mary Postill nee Dickinson], who 
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survived her husband to a ripe old age and is remembered well by many of the 
old-time residents of the district, was a woman of strong character, and she 
continued on to her destination by means of Indian dug-out canoes on Okanagan 
Lake, conveying the body of her husband with her for burial on the Postill ranch, 
where years afterwards, his sons Edward and Alfred also were interred. Landing 
was made about Okanagan Centre, and the rest of the distance was covered by 
means of home-made ox carts. This was in the year 1873. 


On June 16th, 1878 [April 21, 1879], Lucy Mary Postill married Robert Lambly, 
then living in the Northern Okanagan at Enderby, where the couple continued to 
reside for sixteen years, when they moved to Trepanier, near Peachland, at 
which point the Lambly family then held large land interests as well as at 
Enderby. Several years were spent at Trepanier, then another move was made 
back to Enderby and from there to Northern Alberta, where five years was 
occupied in live stock ranching. Returning to British Columbia, Mr. and Mrs. 
Lambly took up residence in the Kelowna district, where they made their home 
continuously for the past thirty-two years, latterly in Glenmore. 


Of a gentle and kindly nature, Mrs. Lambly made hosts of friends in her various 
places of residence who mourn her passing. She is survived by her sorrowing 
husband, two daughters, Mrs. Frances Postill and Mrs. A.H. Crichton, both of 
Kelowna, and one son, Robert, at home in Glenmore, also by eight 
grandchildren. The last of Mrs. Lambly’s brothers, William, who ranched for many 
years north of Duck Lake and later in Alberta, on the Rosebud River, passed 
away at Calgary several years ago. 


The funeral service was held on Monday afternoon at St. Michael and All Angels 
Church, Rev. C.E. Davis, the Rector, officiating, assisted by Ven. Archdeacon 
Greene. Friends from all parts of the valley came to pay their last respects to one 
whom they held in high regard, the pall-bearers including Messrs. F.B. Jacques, 
of Vernon, F.E.R. Wollaston, of Coldstream, D.W. Crowley of Ellison, W.D. 
Walker, of Okanagan Mission, and W.R. Barlee and A.H. Crichton, of Kelowna. 
Interment took place in the Kelowna Cemetery. 


Robert Lambly survived his wife, Lucy, by eight years. He died November 29, 1940. His obituary 
appeared in the Thursday, December 5, 1940 edition of the “Kelowna Courier’, page 5: 


Robert Lambly, Came to Valley 65 Years Ago, Passes Away 
Oldest Resident Passes in Kelowna at Age of 88 
Owned Large Acreage at Enderby and Trepanier 


One of the oldest links with pioneer days in the Okanagan Valley was severed on 
Friday, November 29, with the death at the Kelowna General Hospital of Robert 
Lambly, aged 88. 


The late Mr. Lambly was considered the oldest pioneer of the Okanagan as 
almost all his life, from the time he was a boy of 23, had been spent in the Valley 
from Enderby south to Peachland. 


A keen rancher and breeder of horses, the deceased man at one time owned his 
own racing stables and operated one of the best known racing tracks in the 
interior, at Enderby. 


The late “Bob” Lambly, as he was familiarly known, was born in 1852 at Leeds, 


Magentic County, Quebec. When only 23 years old, he walked over the Hope 
trail to find the beautiful Okanagan Valley. 
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Three years later he married Lucy Mary Postill, who had come to the central 
Okanagan to reside at the Postill Ranch in 1873. She predeceased her husband 
in 1932, having lived to the ripe old age of 72. 


For nineteen years, Robert Lambly resided at Enderby, where he owned the 
entire townsite and a large portion of the surrounding territory. In 1894, the 
Lambly family moved south to what is now known as Peachland and Trepanier. 
The Lambly family owned all the land in that area besides retaining their large 
holdings at Enderby. 


Several years were spent on their Trepanier estate before they moved back to 
Enderby. Later they moved to northern Alberta where they continued their 
livestock ranching operations. About the turn of the century, the Lambly family 
returned to the Okanagan, and Mr. Lambly made his residence in the Kelowna 
district for nearly forty continuous years. 


Prior to Mrs. Lambly’s death, they had located in Glenmore but since that time 
the late Mr. Lambly had lived with members of his family in the Kelowna district. 


In his sixty-five years in the Okanagan Valley, the deceased man had seen 
sweeping changes take place. He had seen the Indian dugout canoe, ox-cart and 
pony gradually replaced by faster and ever faster modes of transportation. In 
1875, there were not as many persons resident in the entire Okanagan from 
Enderby to the border as live in the community of Enderby today and Bob Lambly 
has seen the huge grazing lands of the Valley change to the bounteous orchards 
and mixed farming lands which are renowned throughout the world. 


His was a generous nature, as were most of the oldtimers who pioneered the 
Okanagan. His chief pleasure came in tending to his horses and wherever there 
was a horse race, there would be Bob Lambly. 


And so, one more link with those adventurous days of the early Okanagan has 
been severed, and another figure in the building up of this famous Valley has 
passed away. 


Surviving Mr. Lambly are two daughters, Mrs. A.H. Crichton and Mrs. Frances 
Postill, in Kelowna, and one son, R.E. Lambly, residing at Caribou Lakes, Carmi 
[BC]. Six grandchildren and seven great grandchildren also survive. 


Funeral services were conducted from St. Michael and All Angels Church, 
Kelowna, on Monday, December 2, with the Rector, Rev. C.E. Davis officiating. 
The Masonic Lodge was in charge of funeral arrangements, as the late Mr. 
Lambly had been one of the oldest surviving members of the Miriam Masonic 
Lodge at Vernon. 


Pallbearers were members of the Masonic order and consisted of Alex Smith and 
Thomas Hill, Vernon; Henry Burtch, G.A. Meikle, H.C.S. Collett and Mayor G.A. 
McKay, Kelowna.

Robert Lambly Buried Tuesday 


Deceased Was Member Of Pioneer Enderby And Kelowna Families 
Wife And Sisters Survive 
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Member of a well-known pioneer family of the Okanagan, Robert E. Lambly 
passed away in the Kelowna General Hospital on Friday, November 19 in his 
sixty-fourth year. Born at Enderby in 1879, he was the son of the late Robert 
Lambly, widely known as an expert horseman, rancher and judge of live stock. 
His mother was a member of the Postill family, pioneer settlers in the Okanagan 
Mission Valley, who developed and owned the ranch near Duck Lake known for 
many years by their name, but latterly named Eldorado by the late Countess 
Bubna, a subsequent owner. 


Mr. Lambly’s father and uncles had large land holdings, both at Enderby and at 
Trepanier, near Peachland, and his earlier life was spent at those places. 
Subsequently he lived for a number of years on the northern coast returning later 
to the Kelowna district to undertake general farming, together with his father, in 
Glenmore. Latterly he had been operating a fishing resort at Cariboo Lake, near 
McCulloch. 


He is survived by his wife and two sisters, Mrs. A.H. Crichton and Mrs. F. Postill, 
both of Kelowna. 


The funeral service was held on Tuesday afternoon, with interment in the 
Kelowna Cemetery, Ven. Archdeacon D. Catchpole, B.D., officiating. 


Lambly Lake also known as Bear Lake is named for this family. This lake is located in the 
mountains on the west side of Okanagan Lake.

There are 16 burials to date (2015) in Postill Family Cemetery. 


Edward Postill, Senior was the first burial in Postill Family Cemetery. He died in April 1873 at 
Priests’ Valley, now Vernon, BC. His son Edward, Junior was the next burial. He died December 
5, 1888 in Banff. They are both memorialized by a marker erected by Mary Postill nee Dickinson, 
the wife of Edward Postill, Senior. The third burial was Alfred Postill who died September 26, 
1897. His marker was erected by his wife Eleanor. The next known burial was the wife of Alfred 
Postill, Eleanor Armour Postill nee Jamieson, who died April 18, 1954. Alfred and Eleanor Postill’s 
son, Alfred Edward, died August 18, 1963 and is buried with his parents.

The following section was entitled "Okanagan". Priest Valley included present-day Vernon and district. 
Mission Valley included present-day Kelowna and district. Cold Stream Valley included present-day 
Coldstream and district. Dog Lake included present-day Penticton and Okanagan Falls. Winfield Lodge was 
the home of the Wood family at the south end of Wood Lake. 


Okanagan Valley may, in view of its length and area of valuable agricultural land, be classed second to none 
in British Columbia. It extends from the head of Lake Okanagan to a Fort bearing the same name at the 
mouth of the Okanagan River, which empties into the Columbia about 60 miles below the 49th parallel. The 
Lake is 75 miles in length, and reaches to Penticton where the river carries the water down towards the 
Columbia River. Just below Penticton is Dog Lake, about 8 miles in length, at the foot of which is a small 
water-fall, perhaps 9 feet in height; with this exception, there is nothing to impede the passage of a small 
steamer from the head of the Great Okanagan Lake to the Columbia River, near the former post of the 
Hudson's Bay Company, Fort Okanagan, about 60 miles distant from the Boundary Line near Osoyoos. 

The principal part of the farming land on the Canadian side of this valley, lies between Okanagan Mission and 
the head of the Lake, a distance of about 47 miles. The Mission is the head quarters of the Roman Catholic 
Church in the Okanagan country. They have a fine large church and beautiful gardens, giving evidence that 
this Valley can produce anything that can be grown in temperate climes.

SIMILKAMEEN VALLEY DESCRIPTIVE

Considerable grazing land. Moderate winters. Large quantities of bottom land upon which wild hay grows. 
One flour mill, 2 stores, and 1 blacksmith shop. Gold is found along the Similkameen River; several quartz 
leads have been discovered, but capital to develop them has failed. The climate is dry, with moderate cold in 
winter; exceptional years stock may require feeding. Game in abundance, mountain sheep, deer, bear and 
beaver. Goods are generally packed from Hope; good trail for about six months, when snow prevents travel; 
distant 100 miles from Keremeeos, the principle settlement.... No regular mail except via Okanagan Mission.
